This advisory body 
should be a national economic council and under¬ 
lain to secure the co-operation of voluntary asso¬ 
ciations and governmental agencies In carrying out 
the effort. 

USE OP PUBLIC WORKS TO MEET CYCLICAL 
UNEMPLOYMENT The best way to Inject new 
activity on i large enough acale to have appreciable 
effect Is to speed up the construction of public 
works. 

SPECIAL STUDY OP TECHNOLOGICAL UN¬ 
EMPLOYMENT. The council point out the need 
for basic knowledge with regard to the displace¬ 
ment of workers by machinery. The council recom¬ 
mend that the President of the United States be 
asked to arrange for a special study of techno¬ 
logical unemployment and related problems. 

STUDY OP RELIEF PROPOSALS The council 
urge that Industries that have the problem of sea¬ 
sonal unemployment should work out plans to take 
cere of employees during seasonal perloda of un¬ 
employment. _ 

Although it thinks the more short-sighted em¬ 
ployers may look askance at these proposals as tending 
to impose new burdens on industry. l*he Toronto 
Star considers them statesmanlike, and says the em¬ 
ploying class will not find it easy to bring along 
alternative proposals that more readily commend 
themselves to unbiased persons.

The recent 
destruction of the hospital building, although a light 
in the sky reminding us of a fine work in that inhos¬ 
pitable region, will bring new difficulties in its wake.

Keep Tax Collections Circulating at Home! 


A certain Canadian municipality that ahall be nametese is now spending 
targe sums of money on improvements ol one kind or another, ior the 
express purpose of providing work for its unemployed. Only a year ago 
that same municipality refused to sanction the use of Canadian stone 
for an important building it was putting upon t he ground that imported 
stone was efittptr.

The incident is typical of that peculiar aituation that all public bodies 
are occasionally confronted with, where duty calls in two different 
directions at the same time. Jn this case there was the urge to specify 
a Canadian material because of the additional work it would provide tor 
Canadian artisanal on the other hand there was the urge to remain 
faithful to a trust, and to buy tor the tax-payers in the cheapest market. 
And the die was cast in favour of the tax-payersf 

But was it a worth-while victory for the tax-payers? It that same 
municipality were to be confronted with the same problem to-day, 
would it decide it in the same way? I venture to think not.' For every 
dollar it saved itself last year by refusing to give Canadian labour first 
call, it is spending hundreds of dollars this year to create jobs for 
Canada’s unemployed / 

One cannot help wondering whether most of the emergency construc¬ 
tion programme, now in full swing across Canada, could not hare been 
obviated if those responsible for the letting of public contracts in the 
past few years had shown less concern about saving the tax-payers a 
few dollars on the purchase of materials, and more concern about 
keeping the collections from those tax-payers circulating in Canada. 
In the calendar year 1929 alone, the construction expenditures in Canada 
for hospitals, schools, public buildings, bridges, dams, wharves, sewers, 
water mains, road building and street paving aggregated $145,000,000. 
How much of that was spent outside of Csmada, for imported materials, 
it is hard to say. But even if it were only 10 percent, it would have meant 
a sum equal to almost three-quarters of the appropriation which the 
Dominion Government voted two months ago for emergency under¬ 
takings to relieva unemploymentI 

With the lessons of the past fresh in our minds, and with to-day's grim 
reminder of what our neglect of an important responsibility is costing 
ut, surely the time is opportune to suggest that you pass a resolution 
calling for the insertion, in all future contracts, of a clause stipulating 
that nothing but Canadian materials shall be used, provided that per¬ 
mission to use imported materials may ha granted where sufficient

But / do suggest that other things being equal, or 
nearly equal, you see to it that Canadian materials always receive the 
preference. 

And if you are in any doubt aa to whether your ratepayers would approve 
such action, just spend an hour aome day ringing up those whose 
opinions you would value1
